Early this afternoon Chief Desmond 
received a telegram from the Chief 
of Police of Cincinnati, saying that 
Mr. | Heyd had fully identified 
the prisoner, who gave the name there of 
Basante Eurico. It seems that he tried to 
play a.confidence game on a_ Cincinnat! 
epi per named Celila, and. that his in- 
ténded Victiin was too sharp for him. Detec- 
tivé Lawler willleave to-night forthe pris- 
one Su : .

They left the house at 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon and as they did not 
return upto2 o’clockin the morning Mrs. 
Heyd opened the satchel ini found it filled 
with papers and old -ron papers, were 
tied up in the handkercl ‘ef. .'‘that was Tues- 
day night, and she did not ‘report her loss to 
the police until Wednesday 


The Man Goss Free. 


The case of Ben Johnson was continued 
generally in the Criminai Court this morning, 
the only witness against him having been 
sentenced on a plea of guilty yesterday to 
ten years in the Penitentiary. One morning 


last summer the body of a colored baby was 
found in a little stream of water under a 
bridge in the vicinity. of- Cote. Brilliante, and 
an hour or two later it was_identified asthe 
child of Eugenia Johnson, a 16-year-old co)l- 
_ored.giri living nearthere. Bhe girl was ar- 
rested, as was also her lover, a young hegro 
about. 20 years old. They were 
together that night. near the Fair Grounds 
and the girl claimed that he shook and 
choked the baby ana that when he returned 
itto hera few minutes later the child was 
chiid. died in her 
she put it under the 
the bank at the side 
of the water, not knowing what else to do 
with.it, her mother having sent her off in the 
afternoon to’ find the father of the child and 
telling hef that she must not return home 
with it, Ben Johnson -admitted  0»be- 
ing. the child’s father, and that he 
was with Eugenia that night, but denied 
having. Killed the baby. It was simply a 
question of veracity between him and the 
girl,and both were held by the Coroner. 
They were indicted for murder in tie first 
degree, and Attorney Furling was appointed 
by the court.to defendthem. He induced the 
girl to plead guilty to murder in the second 
degree and she did. so, thinking that if she 
didn’t do that and take ten years in the pen- 
itentiary she would be hanged.

HEDGEPETH’S CASE. 
The Train Rébber Granted a Contintiance 
to:Becure Counsel. 


Marion Hedgepeth, the train robber, was 
taken to St. Charles, Mo., this morning, his 
case Laving beeg-transferred to St. Charles 
County from Sst. Louls County and set for 
hearing to-day. The prisoner left, the, St. 
Louis -jail in tke custody of Sheriff 
John =sOwF~«x Schneider and Deputy F, 
A. Lewis f .,t. Charles and 


Detective Viehle of the St. Louis Police De- 
partment. ‘I’m going to ask for a continu- 
ance,’’ said Hedgepeth*on his way. tothe 
Union Depot, ‘‘and think the court wHl grant 
it. Ll have no lawyer now. and wijl do my 
own pleading. I’m going tod tell the judge 
just how itis, I’ve beeh disappointed about 
getting money with which tox penpioy attor- 
neys and properly defend myself, but expect 
to get what want in‘ a month or 
two or three months. What will I 
deifa continuance isnot granted? Well, I 
hadn’t thougtit of that, but I don’t think the 
judge will refuse me a continugnce. If he 
does, I’ll gototrial the best I can. I won't 
have my withesses there to-day, but can 
have them there, Isuppose, inaTew days. 
No, you can depend upon it, I’m not going to 
plead gullty.’’ 4 ; 

No witnesses were subpmnaed for to-day 
on either side. Judge Henry D.Vatghlin, 
who is assisting Circuit Attorney Mudd of St. 
Louis County in the prosecution, having been 
engeged by the Adams Express Co,. for that 
purpose, went to Sst. Charles on the same 
train with Hedgepeth this morning and sald 
that no witnesses for the State bad, bean 
subpoanaed for to-day, as it was evident that 
the defense would not be ready. 
trial. **Hedgepeth cannot 
to _— trial under ten days,’” ‘said 
Judge Laughlin, ‘‘and the case is more 
likely to be. cohtinnea to the next term, 
though we shall object to any delay of t 
kind. I don’t know whether it is ‘a 
trick of Hedgepeth’s or_ not, hut 
if he goes into court to-day and says that he 
has no attorney and cannot ¢9 to trial with, 
out one, the court will have to appoint one 
and then give the new attorney a reasonable 
tine in which to prepare for trial. 
It may be that this attorney will 
ask for a continuance to next term and that 
the court will grant it, but if Hedgepeth go's 
he doesn’t want an attorney the court will 
probably refuse to grant a continuance, hut 
will altow him ten days in which toget his 
witnesses there ’’ 

St. CHARLES, Sept. 20.—When the case of 
Hedgepeth was called Attorney Mudd said 
that he had learned that Hedgepeth had no 
counsel, and consequently he had not made 
any attempt to arrange for the triat. 
Hedgepeth then arose and addressed the 
court. ITe said that some tims 
back he bad discharged his counsel for some 
reason which he did not state. He had not 
since employed any counsel, but le said that 
hts mother was to-day to sell a piece of land 
belonging to her, which would give him 
means to employ counsel. He asked the 
court to lay his trialover for at least a month 
to enable him to be prepared. Judge 
Laughlin then arose and insisted that the 
case be brought to trial, as he said if it were 
continued the case would stand then just 
as it does now. He _ proposed that 
the court appoint counsel and 
reset the trial and the appointed counsel 
work up the case. 

Then if Hedgepeth failed to have his 
counsel ready the case could be tried without 
any further delay. Hedgepeth arose and in 
a nervous, jerky manner asked the court to 
grant him the indulgence he asked and if he 
did not have his counsel ready 
at the time set by Judge 
Kdwards he would promise that thé case 
wouid goon. Judge Edwards asked him if 
he wished to refuse counsel, towhich ques- 
tion Hedgepeth replied. in the affirmative. 
Judge Laughlin asked that a record he made 
of the fact that Hedgepeth had refused to 
bave counsel appointed. Judge Edwards 
then setthe date ofthetrial forthe 12th of 
December. 


Recovered the Money.

ad the tratl andthe Indians had the grass. | 
I, reached the foot of the mound when the 
nearest Indian was about 150 yards from the, 
foot on his side. The mouud was tolerably 
steep and about 150 feet high. Iilet my horse 
climb as fast ashecould. When.I reached 
the top I jumped offand the Indians were on 
the runto get out of tne reach of my long- 
range Remington, I opened fire and kept ft 
up as long as they were in sight. When 
the excitement was over the young fel- 
low showed me where he had been shot. 
The dDalkhad just grazed his arm, makinga 
blue streak about five inches long and had 
struck his gun barrel (where it screws into 
the frame) and raised a dent on the inside of 
barrel as large asa pea; it then glanced and 
fellinto his left hand, The gun was ruined, 
but it saved his life. 

The shot had been fired at me, as the young 
fellow had not been in sight for an instant. 

I tell you those bullets that are out of those 
Government guns, with seventy grains of 
powder and forty-five grains of lead, are 
dangerous things to be Kissing and catching. 
No, thank you, I don’t wanttobe around 
when there are any more flying.

And That Was Why the Murderer Was 
Acqultted

i’ne American Judge who volunteered the 
information that ‘‘this court’’ was ‘‘unhap- 
plly addicted to the use of ardent spirits 
whenit wasa young man’’ was careful to 
add that ‘‘it had never made drunkenness an 
excuse for crime.’’ Harry Pugh, a miner, 
who had been chargea at the Staffordshire 
Assizes with the willful murder of Anna Maria 
Gul, has, on. the contrary, made drunken- 
ness ‘‘an excuse for crime,’’ and thanks to 
the subtiety of Mr, Justice Collins in distin- 
ee between a sober intention and a 
drunken impulse, he has thereby escaped the 
the penalty of his misdeeds. 

Pughand the woman had been drinking 
together at Rowley Kegis, and they were seen 
goingin the directionof adeep pool, That 
night Pugh returned home alone, with his 
clothing saturated with water, and he volun- 
tarily made a statementtothe effect that he 
and the deceased, being intoxicated, had 
agreed to drown themselves in the pool, 
When they got in, he added, the woman 
seized him and held him underthe water, 
and nearly .‘‘did’’ for him, bat he got the 
best of her and held her under water, and she 
was drowned. Subsequently the unfortunate 
woman’s body was found ata spot indicated 
by the prisoner, as wasalso the prisoner’s 


cap. 

Evidence was brought that both had been 
heard to declare an intention of committing 
suicide, Upon this Mr. Justiee Colling di- 
rected the jury that before there could be ‘’a 
common purpose’’ the minds of the two per- 
sons ‘‘must have been in a condition sufi- 
clently clear to enable them to frame an in: 
tention of this kind. Drunkenness,’’ ho con- 
tinued, ‘‘although often sald to be no defense 
to crime, was a.material factor where proved 
intention was a necessary ingredient of crime, 
fora person might beso drunk.-as to be in« 
capable of forming an intention.’’. The jury 
after deliberating for twenty minutes, ac- 
quitted the prisoner,

And as nearly 
as an autumn day can resemble a spring day, 
with the same conditions of wind and 
weather, did this morning resemble that 
memorable 23d of May, 1865, when the 
battie-stained veterans of the Army of the 
United States began their march along Penn- 
sylvania avenue to be reviewed forthe last 
time by the great commanders who are bow 
ho more.

biow, bringing a raw chill to those persons 
who stood in exposed places.

sabers of Sheridan’s 8,000 cavalry; Custer’s 
magnificent horsemanship and his theatrical 
dash up tothe reviewing stand. Next in 
line the battle-worn Ninth Corps, with its 
bullet-torn flags and the shattered remnants 
of what once had been regiments a thousand 
strong now reduced to barely more thana 
full company—the One Hundred and Ninth 
and Fifty-first New York, the Fiftieth Penn- 
syilvania, the Thirtieth and Thirty-fifth 
Massachusetts ana the Second Michigan. 
Then the Fifth Corps, withits trophies of 
Yorktown, Chickahominy, Antietam, Fred- 
ericksburg, Gettysburg. and the Wilderness. 
The grim earnestness and steady marching 
of Meade’s magnificent army of the East left 
nothing to be desired asaspectacular mili- 
tary display the first day. 

But the enthusiasm was highest the second 
day, when Sherman’s men marched by with 
all their oe chickens, a lot of coons, 
goats an cooking utensiis, mules and 
contraband of war, all irregularly mixed up 
as in the actual march through Georgia, 
with the swarthy veterans themselves, with 
their long swinging stride that told of forced 
marches and hard fighting, some of them 
barefooted, but with musket and cartridge- 
box bright and ready—all of them bearing 
the marks of gallant service done—all this 
noone who witnessed it will ever forget. 
And many of thosein the march to-day were 
there, in 1865, and not a few of the spectators 
ofto-day saw that other historic scene of 
twenty-seven years past. 

The arrangement of the movements of the 
army on the secona day was admirable. The 
right wing, composed of the army of Ten- 
nessee, including the Fifteenth and Eight- 
eenth Corps, Maj.-Gen. Logan commanding 
and the left wing, composed of the Army of 
Georgia, including the Fourteenth and Twen- 
tieth Corps, Maj.-Gen. Slocum, had bivou- 
acked on the night previous without knap- 
sacks and with two days’ cooked rations in 
their haversacks on the Virginia shore 
of the long bridge. At daylight 
in the morning they had moved 
across the bridge and taken their position 
upon the streets and grounds east of the 
Capitol. By 8o’clock both armies were in 
position awaitiny with stacked arms the sig- 
nal for ari peer, § Their marching was ir- 
regular and with frequent gape. but the 
cheering which Shermanand his army re- 
ceived from first to last of that long day 
knew nocessation. Inthethird division of 
the Twentieth Army Corps, at the head of 
the First brigade, marched Brevet Brig.- 
Gen. Benj. Harrison of Indiana. 

The parade of 1865 was the first great 
national review the country had ever seen. 
The nation had its wars, but no pageant had 
marked their successful termination. The 
flag had been pianted upon the heights of 
Mexicoandthenthe army had gone home 
separately, like folks from church. When 
our boundaries were saved from British 
grasp, it was thought useless todo any con- 
gratulatory parading, and after redeem- 
ing our gauge of independence our 
forefathers melted steadily away with 
only a little sunburst of Washington’s 
farewell to his officers. Fortunately, 
however, at the close of the war there were 
two armiesinand near thiscity, Allofthe 
soldiers composing them dwelt at the North 
and Washington was a better place than any 
other for their dispersion. The fortitude of 
the men and the struggies in which they had 
borne so brave a part deserved commemora- 
tion and out of this sentiment grew the 
march which was repeated to-day. In many 
respects it will pro bably stand oyt as equally 
remarkabDie in the country’s history. 

CAMP FIRES, 

The veterans laid out a big programme for 
last evening and many of them when they re- 
tired for the night must have been wearied 
enough tocamp out in old military fashion. 
Re-unions were tne order of the night and 
around the camp fires comrades told war 
stories and sang old songs’ with 
knowledge that every one of them 
would their auditors have a 
hi . The Eleventh and Twelfth Corps 
held a reunionin Thomas’ tent. It was in 
the Eleventh Corps that President Harrison 
served in the early partofthe war and the 
mecting senthima telegram expressive of 
sympathy and also regret at his absence. 
Gen. O. O, Howard presided over the re- 
union. The speeches were made by Gen. 
Ballock of New Hampshire, Gen. Lockman 
of New York, Gen. Hurst of Ohio, Marshal 
Ransdell and others. ‘‘Marehing Through 
Georgia’’ was the favorite sony. 

The success of the reunion of the Four- 
teentharmy corps at the Grant tent was 
seriously interfered with by the fallure of 
the electric light company to Nght the tent, 
but after an hour’s waita lantern and a half 
dozen tallow candles were procured and the 

rogramme was proceeded with. During the 

elay the Indianapolis Glee Club sang a num- 
ber of popular airs which were enthusiasti- 
cally Bppeances. ‘*A Thousand Years My Old 
Columbia,’’ the negro melody ‘‘Hear dem 
Bells’’ and ‘‘Marching Through Georgtia,’’ 
were subg with great success. Springsten, the 
drummer boy of Mission Ridge, favored them 
with examples of his skillin playing the 
smalldrum. Gen. Rosecrans was announced 
and aiter the cheering that greeted him had 
subsided, he expressed his happiness at 
meeting again the survivors of his old corps, 
the Fourteenth. He spoke briefly, but almost 
every sentence he uttered was wildly cheered. 
John M. Palmer, who succeeded Gen. Thomas 
in command of thecorps, also delivered a 
brief address. Gen. J. J. Reynolds, who 
commanded a.division in the Fourteenth 
corps, followed briefly, Among other things 
he spoke of the great struggie at Chicka. 
mauca and saidthatallthe brave men who 
fought there were now friends. Gov. John 
J. Chase of Indiana, who wasa private in an 
Indiana regiment inthe Fourteenth corps, 
also spoke. His speech was often interrupted 
by theenthusiastic applause of a thousand 
comrades present. 

The old veterans testified their delights in 
camp fires by meeting last night tothe ex- 
tent of fully 2,000in Judicilafy Square, which 
was well lighted forthe occasion by a huge 


handsome. During the display powerful 

search lights thrown from the 1 of high 

buildings produced a dazzling effect. 
CROOK’S MONUMENT. 

On the shady slopes of Arlington, where 
rest so many thousands of the nation’s brave 
there were laid yesterday the foundations of 
an imposing monument to another of the 
Union’s famous warriors, Gen. George Crook. 
His remains still sleep at West Point, where 
they were interred only a few years ago, but 
it has ever been the ambition of the army of 
West Virginia to lay their favorite leader in 
some specially hallowed spot, to be marked 
by a monument commemorating his fame 
and deeds. Accordingly members of the 
various organizations which he at different 
times commanded, together with officers 
and prominent men of the Society of the 
Army of West Virginia, gathered yesterday 
at Arlington Heights to hold fitting services 
over the newly-laid foundations for Gen. 
Crook’s monument. Ex-President Ruther- 
ford B. Hayes was Chairman on this occa- 
sion and yen the exercises with a brief 
account of the work of the society and a de- 
scription of the monument they proposed to 
erect. He also read a telegram from 
Gov. McKinley of Ohio, who was to have 
been one of the speakers, expressing regret 
that on account ofthe death of his brother, 
David, he would be tunable to be present. 
Gen, Butterworth of Ohto, one of Crook’s 
comrades, Capt. McKee of the First West 
Virginia Regiment; Wm. H. Gilson of Ohio 
and Chaplain John Terry of the Thirty-sixth 
Regiment, Ohio Volunteer Infantry, made 
addresses suitable to the occasion. ‘the 
monument to be erected has not yet arrived 
in the city. . 

A large and distinguished audience listened 
for over three hours last evening at the Con- 
gregational Church to soul-stirring ad- 
dresses, patriotic music, national anthems, 
etc., in honorof the memory of-Gen. Philip 
H. Sheridan, under the auspices of Phil 
Sheridan Post, No. 14, Department of the 
Potomac, G. A. R. The national colors. ever- 
greens and other decorations were conspicu- 
ous all over the body of the church and upon 
the pulpit. On the platform sat a chorus 
of white-gowned giris who sang war songs 
and patriotic airs with much feeling and 
much spirit. Whenthe doors opened with 
the notes of ‘‘Assembly’’ by a trumpeter the 
church was filled to the doors. Then fol- 
lowed ‘‘America’’ by the chorus. Many of 
the old veterans chimed in lustily, and after 
a short prayer by Rev. J. D. Smith the com- 
rades were welcomed to Washington by Col. 
C. C. Kniffen, Chaplain of the post. This 
prayer was followed by the **Star 
spangled Banner’’ by the Fire- 
men’s Band of Chicago. Gen. Cyrus 
Bussey then spoke of  ‘‘Sheridan at 
Corinth.’’ Senator Manderson gave an in- 
teresting account of Sheridan’s campaign in 
the West from the bank of Stony Kiver to 
Missionary Ridge, and of the impression 
Sheridan made on him when they first met on 
the battlefield. ‘‘Sheridan’s Army of the 
Potomac’’ was the theme of W.P. Hepburn’s 
remarks, and ‘*Cedai Creek and Shenandoah 
Valley’’ was thetitle ofan address by Gen. 
L. A. Grant, the Assistant Secretary of War.

HOW HE LEARNED HE WAS A DUKE. 


The Circumstances of Lord Mandeville’s 
Receipt of News of His Father’s Death. 
From the Philadelpbie Daily Evening Telegraph. 
The death of the Duke of Manchester re- 
calls the circumstances under which he 
learned of the sudden death of his fatber and 
his own succession to the dukedom. The 
writer of this was in London ou March 20, 
1890, and occupied a box at the Trocadero 
Music Hall next to that of Lord Mandeville.

The Senator then, at some length pointed 
out the obstacles in the way of presentin 
the unconstitutionality ofa protective tari 
law ‘to the courts, and-demonStratéd how the 
provisions of the Constitution as well as acts 
of Congress are often evaded without ade- 
quate remedies on the part of the people. 

THE POLICY OF PROTECTION. 

Passing then'to the policy of:protection the 
Senator sald: , 

I have. read with care all the arguments urged by 
the two very able apostles ol protection, Gov. Mc- 
Kinlev and Senator Aldrich, but I fail to discover 
that they present a single tenable ground upon 
which protection, pure and simple, can be conéstitu- 
sipnelly defended. 

Incidental protection, on tho other land, fs unob- 
jectionable. Tariffs should be imposed for the ex- 
press purpose of revenue, and not for any private’ 
purpose. We believe in reveriue with incidental pra- 
tection, and not in protection with incidental reyv- 
enue, In so faras the tariff is necessary to meet the 
necessities of the Government it may he imposed, 
and any other benefit which may be legitimately de- 
rived from its ” osifion may, and does, necessarily 
accompany it. the burder : imposed w ould operate 
to prevent icilan coinpetition the benefit is indirect 
and unobjectionahle. 

Let nie illustrate our position: The Capitolis con- 
structed at Washington not for the purpose of aiding 
that city, but. to previde for the administration of 
public affairs. We would not unnecessarily con- 
struct another Capitol simply to boom Washington 
real estate. If another was needed to meet the 
growing mnecessities of the Governmeht we would 
construct it, even though it might benefit Wash- 
ington real estate speculators. A Court-house is 
constructed in some city or village in every 
county in the State for the purpose of public justice, 
aad notto build up the municipality, although that 
may be its uitimate effect. School houses are 
erecteil in the interest of public educatton and not to 
benefit the street or square upon which they may be 
located, although that effect may follow. state 
taxes are coliected for the maintenance of vur public 
schools and not forthe purpose of either injuring or 
aidtug private schools. So, also, we may salely con- 
clude, that tariffs shoulda be Imposed for the direct 

urpoge of revenue only and notro build up private 
ortu ab , or even ior tthe Iandabie purpose of in- 
creasing the wages of private citizens. Whatever 
the direct effectof suci: tariffs may be thelr bene- 
ficiaries are welcome to it and no one” eise is 
wronged. 

The emensetie osition isa safe, logical, con- 
servatiye position. o tariffs, except "**for the pur- 
poses of revenue only .”? and then limited to the ne- 
cessities of the Government honestly and econom- 
ically administered, is a doctrine which appeals to 
the good sense and round judgment of every honest 
and thoughtful man. With the constantly inc reas- 
ing expenses of Government and the enormous 
amountofmoney annuallyaugmenting required by 
the growing pension list, these tariffs, which! must 
necessarily be exacted to weet ‘these expenditures, 
will he for many years to come amply sufficient to 
afford, incidentally, all the prote tion whieh the 
most ardent advocate of the system can reasonably 
ask. More thanthis ought not tobe conceded'to 
anybody. 

In the imposition of necessary tariffs there should 
be exercised a wise discrimination In the amounst 
exacced andin the articles taxed. What should be 
placed upon the free List and what should be the 
most heavily burdened are questions not free from 
ditticulty, and ‘require the mo;t careful considera- 
tion. When ‘the Pemocratie party says that it 
favors a tarifffor reveuue only, it means that the 
proper, main, and only Iawful, direct purpose of 
the tariff is the raising of reyenué alone; but this 
logical and correc: position does not conffict with 
the idea of suchi incidental advantage as way also be 
necessary aud inevitably receiveé from a revenue 
tariff. ‘the indirect benefit can not 
well be avoided, and we:!o not seek to prevent it, 
but desire to facilitate it and remter it effectual by 
the exercise of a proper discrimination. Wedo not 
meanthatin the framing of tariff legislation our 
sule aim should be to tax such articles as wifl pro- ' 
duce the greatest amount of revenue and'*shutting 
our eyes to all other considerations. Extreme men 
may assume the position upon theirown responsi- 
bility, but they do not represent the party. itis 
impracticable t» inserta schedule of tariff duties in 
a national piasionm, and, therefore, the principles 
which should govern the adjustment of the détails 
ofthe tariff can better be ascertained from the 
tariff legiaJation which the party y;Woposes. Tho 
Mills bill of ]S88 and the separate tariff bills passed 
by the préseat Democratic House of Representatives 
indicate in a general way the Democratie position. 
They show: 

1. That the necessaries of life should 
stanth: ally free. 

. Thatiuxuries should bear the heaviest bur-

4. That the tariff’ upon manufactured articles 4

That the tariffimposed upon all manrfactured 
articles (otherthan those which for good reasons 
are piaced on the free list) should eyual the differ- 
ence between tlre rate of wages paid in this and 
foreign countries, so tar as labor enters into the 
cost of their pepaachon: 

THE MILLS BILL. 

President Harrison, in bis ingenious letter of ac- 
ceptance, endéayors fo place our party in a false at- 
titade by calling attention to the iact that while our 
platform in } 884, re-adopted in 1888, contained an 
express plank a tiris question of the eyualization 
of wave, yet was omitted in 1*92, and asseris 
that we have changed our position. l beg to 
differ with bim. Tnere hasbeen nochange, It is 
not always practicable to place in a platform the 
deiails of proposed egislation. he lat- 
forms of 1884-88 Were elaborate and lengthy, and it 
was desirable to simplify them. Geueral prinviples 
were «tated in 1892 rather than particulars in 1554. 
‘There is no conflict between them. ‘Therm was no 
necessity for the repetitiom’ of that plank, as the 
sy rty’s position upen it has been evidenced by the 

ilis bill, which had not been passed before the 
National Conventions of 1884 and Y888 were held. 
Parties are to be judged as much by theif records as 
their platrorms. We stand not only upon our plat- 
form of 1892, Dut upon ‘the Miilis biil, which was 
the latest general Democratic legisiation upon tlre 
tariff eibject. That bill was as good an exposition 
of onr principles as any elaborate platform ¢cowld 
possibly be. 

Now, what did the Mills bill disclose wpon the 
question of the equalization of wages? I make the 
statement, andchailenge a coutradiction of its truth, 
that there was nota single ‘manufactured’ article 
mentioned in that bill wpen which the duty 
was reduced, tpon which there wes still iefta duty 
sufficient to represent the differente in wagés paid 
in this and foreign countries for the labor fmvyolved 
in its production, I can safely go further and'sa 
that In many instancés the’ duty permitted to rema 
exceeded this deficit in wages ‘three, four and ‘five 
times. ‘lherefore, our position upon the question is 
as clear as the noonday sup, and it required no spe- 
cial piank in the platforni’ to empliasize it" We be- 
lieve in the ericouragemeut of labor, anid are desir- 
ous of protecting its interests in over reasonabie

Ve would not raise’a dollar of unnecessary revenue 
or needlessly increase the tariff asingle penny for 
the express purpose of building up private indus- 
tries, but in matnftaftiing ‘the’ dutiés which must 
necessarily be collected we would discriminate in 
favor of American labor and American industries;

HE EFFECT ON WAGES. 


ures, Thay assume to hare more information than we 
possess, and may figure out a different result, but I 
can-safely assert that ff is the ponetal understanding 
of a paasathes the. McKinley bill. has not ia- 
creased wages either in New York or elsewhere. It 
is undoabtedly trae thatin this State the aggregate 
amount of all wages paid the year. after 
its passage may have been greater 
than the aggregate amownt paid the year 
preceding, Dut that does not prove any increase in 
the rate of wages’ paid and only ‘shows that some 
new industries have bee established or additional 
neh employed in others. And tt does not appear 
that such increase has been any more than tie 
usual ‘natural increase occasioned by the steady 
growth of the State. 

It may possibly also be true that there havo been 
afew less strikes during the last twoyears than 
during thé preceding two yeats, and this mav be 

attributed to the ‘moderation and good jaddgment of 
our labor organizations rather than tothe effect of 
any tariff iaw. I know this much, that 
the Democratic party will be . entirely 
content to permit every workingman 
whose wages have been increased since the passage 
of the McKintey bill to vote the Republican ticket if 
our opponents Will consent that all those whose 
wages have not been increased shall vote the Demo- 
cratic ticket, and upon that basis we will carry the 
country by 1,000,000 majority. We shoutd not, 
however, permit our position to be misunderstood. 
Weare not seeking power upon the ‘‘calamity’’ 
issue, but, with all good sense, we rejoice in the 
prosperity of the country; and trust that i: 
may continne, but we insist that the country 
has been prosperous, not because of the 
McKinley Iaw, but fo spite of it. New York is a 
great and enterprising state; itis rapidly increasing 
in wealth, population and resources; and, while it is 
probably trne that during the past two Vears our 
* avings Dank deposits have increased, new railroads 
have been constructed, new hotels built, new build- 
ings erectéd, fire ani life insurancg business auge 
mented, and other evidenees of a fair degree of 
prosperity bave abounded, these resaits can bo more 
pe attrib: ted to the tariff tha: 1 to the weatner. ‘They 
are inevitabie to the matufa!i growth of the State. 
This might better be regarded as an evidence of the 
beneficent effect ofthe Democrafic State adminis- 
tration under whose auspices they have occurred. 

The people cannot longer be deceired on-this 
question by the epposition.

How Hugh McManus and Philip McKim 
Escaped Prosecution. 


WOMEN WHO GAVE EVIDENCE AGAINST 
THEM MYSTERIOUSLY DISAPPEAR. 


TS 


A Nolle Prosequi Entered in the Case— 
Methods by Which the “‘Strong’’ Hand 
of the Law Is Frequently Stayed at 
the four Courts—No Recourse for the 
Victims. 


Hugh McManus, a prize fighter and ex- 
saloon keeper, and Philip McKim, who does 
nothing in particular fora livelihood, were 
up before tne Court of Criminal Oorrection 
yesterday morning charged with grand 
larceny, but owlng to the ab- 
sence of the principal witnesses the case 
against them was nolle prosequied. The 
missing witnesses are twovariety actresses 
and wine-room sirens, whoare supposed to 
have got out of town toavold appearing 
against the defendants. 

The case is one of many cases at the Four 
Courts where nolle pfosequiesjare entered 
owing to the absence of witnesses. These 
witnesses are either intimidatedinto silence 
or bought off. By thus tampering with 
justice the defendants are let off, although it 
ig frequently Known that they bribed or in- 
timidated witnesses. 

Hugh McManus and Philip McKim were ar- 
rested on Sept. 8 on a chargeof robbing 
Stephen Wagner, a saloon-keeper, at 
Waterloo, lll., out of $300. Wagner came to 
town on business Sept. 3, and while taking 
fin the sights he went to Lou Thompson’s 
dive at Sixth and Elm _ streets. 
There he met Lizzie Meyer and 
Carrie Morris, two fixtures in the 
low theater and in company with Philip 
McKim he went out with the women to see 
‘the town. After going to a number of 
saioons the party found a resting place at 
Bothman’s saloon at the southwest corner of 
Seventh and Pine streets. Wagner had ab- 
sorbed so much liquor by this time that he 
was helpless and fellinto a drunken stupor 
overa table soon after he entered the 
place. Hugh McManus had joined the party 
before Wagner went under. The women’s 
statement of what occurred then was told to 
Oapt. Young and several police officers at the 
Four Courts, after they had been arrested. 

THE MEYER WOMAN'S STORY. 

The Meyer woman claimed that when Wag- 
fier became so drunk as tv be unable to take 
notice of what was going on around him, 
Hugh McManus reached inside Wagner’s 
coat and pulled out his wallet, 
Then he and McKim left the saloon, she 
stated. Shesaid she followed McManus to 
the alley back of the Wainwright building, 
and says she saw him take some money out 
of the wallet, give $40 to McKim and put the 
remainderin his pocket. Hethen threw the 
wallet in the cellar of the Wainwright build- 
ing, she alleged.

LABOR NEWS, 


New York Factory Inspectors After the 
‘*‘Sweaters.’’ 

NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—The State Factory In- 
spectors are preparing fora general round- 
up of the clothing employers in the sweating 
districts who have violated the new factory 
law as amended this year. Several warrants 
are out for the arrest of clothing contractors 
who have violated the factory law, and the 


warrants willbe putinto the hands of the 
police to-day. Thelaw provides that no less 
than 250 cubic feet of airspace shall beal- 
lowed for each person in any work room 
where persons are employed between 6 
o’clock in the morning and 6in the evening, 
and not iess than 400 cubic feetof air space 
between the hours of 6 p. m. and 6a. m. 


IDLE TAILORS, 

DENVER, Colo., Sept. 20.—Two hundred 
tailors are out of employment this morning. 
The Merchant Tailors’ Exchange has 
declared a lockout. A meeting 
was held last evening at which 
all but three of the members of the 
Tailors’ Exchange were present. It was 
stated that notification had been fre- 
ceived from the members of the 
Tailors’ Union that a strike would be 
declared Wednesday if the demands of the 
union men were not acceded to. These de- 
mands were pronounced by the mem- 
bers of the Exchange exorbitant. 
It was stated that one of the 
demands called fora raise of 25 per cent in 
wages. It was also stated that wages were 
already as high or higher in Denver than else- 
where and that if the demunds were acceded 
to local merchant tailors would not be able to 
compete with Eastern houses. It was de- 
cided to anticipate the strike by de- 
claring a lockout a day in 
advance, Members of the Exchange 
declare that they can within ten days fill the 
laces of the locked-out employes, and that 
hey will have the support of the merchant 
tallors of the United states.

A Soap Factory to Be Located on Chouteau

THE ASIATIC SCOURGE 


Facts Relating to the Disease Now Scourg:- 
ing Europe. 


The question of whether or not this coun- 
try is likely to be scourged by the 
cholera during the present year is one 
of vital interest to the public at large. 
Of cholera until recently, except as to 
its effects, little or nothing was known. The 
strange fact that in the countries where it 
caused most destruction it advanced by slow 
stages, about such as would be accomplished 
by a pedestrian, has excited much attention, 
and gave to Eugene Sue material for 
one of the most striking - features 
in his famous work. A report on the cholera 
in Europe and Asia by Dr, Edward O, Shake- 


s peare, United States Commissioner, Is of pe- 
culiar value under the present condition of 
affairs. His reputation asa medical practi- 
tioner and bacteriologist has caused his work 


to be accepted asa standard in all countries. 


THE HOME OF CHOLERA. 

India is without question the home of the 
cholera, and the starting point of the pert- 
odic incursions of the disease into Europe is 
the port of Bombay. The cause of the for- 

inexplicabie advance by § stages 
of the disease is clear when it is 
known that itis borne from its Indian home 
by WMohammedans making the pligrimage 
to Mecca. Thistrain, flithy beyond descrip- 
tion, leave the germs of the disease behind 
them as they advance, and under similar 
conditions these germs taking the same time 
to develop, the likeness of its advance toa 
march is accounted for. That the 
British Government is largely responsible 
for the spread of the cholera is amply 
proved by the instances of criminal neglect 
thatare given by Dr. Shakespeare. irt, 
heat, and overcrowding breeds cholera in 
India, and until this immense focus of in- 
fection is sterilized, itis a constant menace 
tothe world. But anything like a careful 
disinfection of vusasena pilgrims would 
revent the spread of the dread disease. The 
nglish authorities are aware of this, but 
fear to introduce sanitary regulations, owing 
to the peculiar systems of caste which might 
be offended ar In fact, 
the health official Oo Calcutta, Dr. 
Simpson, was publicly reprimanded 
for pointing out the filthy sanitary conaition 
of Calcutta and the urgent necessity for 
rompt and radical reform. Until condl- 
ions undergo great alterations there seems 
little likelihood of the being 
strangled in its birth-place. 
THE COMMA BACILLUS, 

Asto just whatthe disease is doctors dls: 
agree. The Sanitary Commissioner of the 
great cholera port, Bombay, has givenit as 
his opinion that choleraisonly a pernicious 
form of malaria andis neither contagious 
nor transportable. Itis behind this opinion 
that the Madras Government has shel- 
tered itself. Recent investigations have 

roved. the falsity of this idea, 

any eminent physicians, the Germans tak. 
ing the lead, have collected an immense 
amount of evidence, proving conclusively 
that cholera isa bacterial disease. The dirf- 
ferences between it and malignant malaria 
have been clearl shown, and 
the malarial hypothesis has Deen 
positively abandoned. Just what the 
cholera bdacillus is, is a question of great im- 
portance and it is the general opinion among 
medical men who have studied the matter, 
that Dr. Koch has furnished the answer. 
The cholera bacillus is what is known 
as the comma bacillus. The presence of 
this bacillus in the evacuations of an 
individual amare with a suspicious at- 
tack, is belleved to furnish a safe, ready and 
absolutely reliable means of diagnosis of 
Asiatic cuolera. The importance of the dis- 
covery of an organism ata oe to cholera is 
incalculable, as much time has always been 
wasted at the beginning of all epidemics in 
discussing the nature of the disease. 

ws hy OF PREVENTION. 

As to met s of protection, cleanliness 
and pure air are pronounced by far the most 
effective. Sewers, cesspools, decaying ani- 
mal and vegetable matter, in fact un- 
cleanliness of all kinds, are the 

reat promoters of the disease. 

here sanitary precautions are properly 
observed, although there may be a few cases, 
the bacillus does not thrive. A very consia- 
erable degree of heat is also requisite for the 
rapid development of the bacteria, hence it 
is considered most unlikely that the 
scourge can spread far during the present 
year. But emigrants bringing with 
them the germs of the 
disease may cause it to become prevaient in 
sections where local conditions are favorable. 
Dr. Shakespeare holds that a strict maritime 
quarantine would effectually prevent the in- 
troduction of all but a few cases, and that at 
this season of the year the danger of general 
infection from these would be small. 

The question of preventive inoculation, the 
policy pursued in 1887 by Dr. Jaire Ferrau of 
Tortosa, when the complaint was epidemic 
in Spain, has been generally and 
hotly discussed, and has divided med- 
ical experts into two hostile 
camps. Dr. Shakespeare, after careful 
investigation, is inciined to take the side of 
the Spanish physician. He states that sub- 
cutaneous inoculations into man of pure 
liquid cultures of the common bacillus, 
while they do_ not usually excite 
disturbances which in any way 
resemble Asiatic cholera,apparently exercise 
ace protective influence through the es- 
tablishment of a considerable degree of im- 
mupity from attack and death by cholera, 
Those who have once been attacked with 
cholera have little to fear from it during that 
epidemic, but the period of im- 
munity does not extend beyond 
five years. The importation of old garments 
laden with cholera germs is stated to be one 
of the most Gangerous methods of spreading 
the disease. A strict national quarantine, 
cleanliness and care in dirt will, it is be. 
Meved, always stop the advance of this dead- 
ly foe of the human race.

Commerce Suffers by For- 
eign Tariffs. 


WORLD'S FAIR EXHIBITS AN OBJECT 
LESSON TO AMERICANS. 


——oo 


A Few Enriched at the Expensé of the 
Many by Protection—Hon. Eiward 
Blake Welcomed by Canadians—Ital- 
fan Composer Honored in Vienna— 
General Foreign News. 


LONDON, Sept. 20.—A special meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United King. 
dom was opened this morning in the town 
hall, Newport, Monmouthshire. President 
Rollin said in his opening address that he 
lamented the existing depression of trade, 
and especially the fact that there were no 
signs of improvement. He attributed the 
lack of confidence partly to the suspension 
of the Barings and partly also to hostile 
tariffs. He pointed out that while wagegin 
the United States had only increased 1 per 
cent, the Cost of cereals and of produce and 
of the necessaries of life generally had 
increased from 18 to 33 per cent, while the in- 
dications did not show that either the high 
tariff or the McKinley act was popularly ap- 
preciated. The prices on foreign goods 
sent tothe Chicago exhibition should prove 
an object lesson to Americans as to what 
they were paying for the enrichmentof a 
comparatively few men at the expense of the 
many. One encouraging circumsta nce was 
that British trade was apparently surmount- 
ing some of the chief obstacles placed in its 
way by the tariff. The export of tin-plate 
from Wales to America was six times 
greater now than in July, 1891. Taking the 
years ending at August, the plates exported 
from Wales to America in 1892 hada only once 
been exceeded, 

The speaker quoted the arguments used in 
America by the advocatesof free trade on 
One hand and protection ontheother. He 
dwelt upon the recovery of export trade with 
America in linén and worsted machinery 
and earthenware. He spoke fervently of the 
necessity of fostering the growth of arbitra- 
tion and trusted, he sald, that it would never 
be the lot of Britons to see civilization dis- 
graced by the military shielding the million- 
‘aire as they had seen in the United States. 


A HOME RULE CHAMPION. 
HON. EDWARD BLAKE WELCOMED HOME BY 
CANADIANS. 


TORONTO, Ont., Sept. 20.—Irish citizens who 
favor home rule for Ireland gave Hon. Ed- 
ward Blake, M. P. for South Longford, Ire- 
land,a public reception last night. Over 
4,000 people were present. Two members 
of the Dominion Government, Hon. Frank 
Smith and Hon. John Costigan, at- 
tended the affair, the former as chairman. 
In the speech which he made Mr. Blake dealt 
with the economic evils of Ireland, setting 
forth that the present condition of her peo- 
ple was due to the perpetual class of land- 
lords and the existence of a perpetual class 
of tenants, a condition under which the pro- 
ducing class was despoilled of all 
but the means of the low- 
est subsistence. Sometimes, he said, tenants 
were not even allowed to retain the bare 
means of living, and contributions from 
relatives who had emigrated were absorbed 
by landlords. He said he was convinced of 
the absolute necessity of a system of resident 
freeholders. 

Addresses were also delivered by Arch- 
bishop Walsh and several members of the 
Dominion and Provincial Parliaments. 


FOREIGN NEWS. 


AN ITALIAN COMPOSER HONORED IN VIENNA— 
BRIEFS. 

VIENNA, Sept. 20.—While Mascagni, the 
Italian composer, was leaving the theater 
for another part of the exhibition to-day, 
2,000 persons formed in a dense circle around 
him, and many kissed and embraced him. 
Some one took his cigar from his mouth, and 
the crowd then fought for the fragments of 
the cigar. All his efforts to escape were 
futile tilla dozen policemen escorted him to 
a carriage and closed the gates on nis pur- 
suers. 

WILL PAY TRIBUTE. 

MADRID, Sept. 20.—The Sultan of Morocco 
has induced the Angerites to promise the 
payment of a tribute of £6,000 and acontin- 
gent of 500 men. ElKarnman, the leader of the 
late rebellion, who is not included inthe 
amnesty, has fled to Algeria.

Citizens Insist on the Removal of Dirt 
and Nuisances, 


Strict sanitary regulations and efficient 
quarantine seem to have stamped the 
cholera out in New York City and it is not 
likely that it will reach St. Louls this winter. 
However, the people, while no longer 
alarmed at the approach of the disease, 
have become aware of the inert- 
ness of two departments of the 
city government and continue’ writing 


letters tothe Post-DISPATCH calling atten- 
tion to matters pertaining tothe city’s clean- 
liness that have been overlooked or left un- 
attended by the Health or Street Depart- 
ment. Fromthe tenor of the communica- 
tions there seems to be a wide-spread clamor 
that the city should be thoroughly cleaned 
for once, that if the plague does come it will 
not find a place to breed and flourish. 

The following communications reflect the 
temper of the citigens regarding this most 
necessary move: 

WANT WATER. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Having read iu the columns of your valuable paper. 
the views of the leading doctors of the city on the 
cause of cholera, and seeing that they all condemn 
the wells asoneof the greatest causes, 1 wish to 
makecomplaint about the city and the way they 
suppiy the people with water. ‘ 

On Bell avenue, from Marcus to Walton avenues, 
which is only one block in extent, there are sixteen 
families residing (some of them very large) and 
their water supply is ali from wells, 

A petition was gotten up about a yearago and 
signed byail the residents of the block, asking the 
city to lay water pipes down the street, but n» 
water pipes are there yet, nor has anything been 
heard of or read about them being put there. 

‘The city water pipes are lajd all around the block 
in question, viz., on Waltohavenue onthe west, 
Ricumond Place on the sonth, ‘layler avenue on the 
east and McMiTlan avenue on the north, being 
placed on Walton avenue when there were not six- 
teen residences in six blocks, and on McMillan 
avenue when there was not a single residence on it. 

The city authorities are certainly doing the citi- 
zens of our block a great injustice, in not attending 
to this very important matter. 

I am not much of a kicker, but I would like to see 
city water onour biock, and pe, ifthisis pub- 
lished, thatit will stirup the eity authoritiesto a 
sense of their duty in the matter.

By the provisions of the ordinance and con- 
tract for the removal of garbage, garbage 
must be removed from that portion of the 
city west of Leffingwell avenue tbree times 
per week, and Iam endeavoring to carry out 
the provisions of the contract tothe letter.

DEMOCRATS UNITE. 


The Republican Remnant Taken Into the 
Fold—Kolb in a Frenzy—Voters Ad- 
vised to Go to the Polls Armed—Ohris 
Magee’s Hand at the Bellows— Where 

_ the Money Oomes From. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Sept. 20.—The mongrel 
political convention has done its work and 
adjourned, It has nominated an electoral 
and a full Congressional ticket, The electoral 
ticket is uninstructed and unpledged. 
It is simply anti-Oleveland, and is 
composed of a conglomeration of so-calied 
Jeffersonian Democrats; People’s party men 
and Republicans. It is looked upon as a 
Weaver ticket, but Weaver’s name was not 
mentioned inthe conrention to-day. Chris 
Magee, who has been here manipulating 
Matters sthrough the Mosely wing of 
the Republican party, remarked  to- 
night that the tickét owas per. 
fectly satisfactory to the Republicans 
and they would vote forit. He looks upon it 
asaticket that will never go to Cleveland, 
and can be used for Harrison, if necessary. 

The nine candidates for Congress who were 
nominated without friction, are: First 
District—Dr. W. J. Mason of Mon- 
roe; Second District — Frank Beltzell 
of Montgomery; Third, J. F, Tate of Russell; 
Fourth, A. P. Longshore of Shelby; Fiftt!, w. 
M. Whately of Clay; Sixth, John M. Davis of 
Fayette; Seventh, Wm. Wood of Cullman ; 
Eighth, Rev. R. T. Blackwellof Madison; 
Nintb, Joseph H. Parsons of Birm- 
ingham, All of the above were 
Kolb Democrats except the three last 
named. Wood has been a Greenbacker anda 
Republican; Blackwell is a Methodist 
.preacher and chaplain of the alliance form- 
erly affiliated with Independent and Repub- 
lican movements; Parsons is a brother of 
Louis E. Parsons, the District Attorney, and 
is a Republican. 

The electoral ticket chosen is a conglom- 
eration of everything political, It is: At 
large—H. D. Simmons and J, M. Whitehead 
(Kolb Democrats); district electors—First, 
E. B. Harris (Kolb Democrat); Sec- 
ond, E. J. Carlisle (Alliance Demo- 
crat); Third, Ss. 8. Booth, a United 
States revenue officer and Independent 
Rep., Fourth, Philander Morgan, brother of 


Senator Morgan, a Kolb Dem. Fifth, John 
H. Porter, Kolb Dem.; Sixth, John B. Har- 
ris, Kolb Dem,; Seventh, George Gaither, 
Chairman of the People’s party of the State; 
Eighth, Thomas F,’ George, Kolb Democrat; 
Ninth, N. B. Stack, Independent Democrat. 

The plutform demands a free ballot anda 
faircount; that the rights of the citizens 
shall be ag fully protected as the rights of 
capital; free and uwniimited coinage of silver; 
hat the amount of circulation be increased to 
not less than $50 per capita; each 
dollar to be made the equal in value 
ofevery other dollar; a graduated income 
tax; that the facilities for transportation and 
communication ofthe country shall be con- 
trolled in the interest of the people; that 
alien ownership ofland be gradually extir- 
pated, that the tariff be reduced to the low- 
est pcessible amount consistent with the 
economical administration of the govern- 
ment, with such Incidental protection as can 
be accorded to our industries by a wise levy 
ofthe same, and that charters of National 
banks be repealed anda means provided by 
which money shall be issued direct to the 
people. 

J. C. Manning, who put Weaver’s namein 
nomination at Omaha, oifered this resolution 
which was adopted and loudly applauded: 

Whereas, Grover Cleveland telegraphed his con- 
gratulations to Thomas G. Jones on his fraudulent 
election. 

Resolved, Thatthe election of Grover Cleveland 

>means the indorsement of the perpetration of fraud 

upon the people of Alabama, and that this conven- 
tion go forth and impress this fact upon the people 
-ol Alabama. 

Kolb then made aspeech. He declared that 
he had been elected Governor by 45,000 ma- 
jority and by 25,000 majority of the white 
vote of the State, but the organized Demo- 
crats had counted him out. Mr. Cleveland, 
he said, had indorsed the methods of the 
organized Democrats and he asked all 
who were there for the purpose of 
aiding in the defeat of Grover Cleveland 
and the Democratic nominees torise. Every 
man in the convention arose and applauded. 
Then Mr. Kolb discussed the recent election 
for Governor, exhibiting sworn statements 
from many counties showing how the votes 
‘were counted against him. ‘‘In Montgom.- 
ery County,’® said he, ‘*the returns 
gave Jones 60,000 majority, when as 
a matter of fact but 40, 000 
votes were polled in, the county and I re- 
ceived 1,500 majority of them.’’ He called 
upon the Montgomery delegates to confirm 
this and half a dozen arose and said the pal- 
lot boxes had been manipulated in the var- 
fous booths and that dead men, whose 
names had been on the poll lists, were voted 


for Jones. 

‘*‘Why,’’ said Kolb, interrupting the man 
who was vouching for the truth of his state- 
ment, *‘a man who was sheriff of Mont. 
gomery ten years ago came to me the 
other day and told me of his 
having killed a negro while sheriff. He said 
his conscience hada hurt him for the deed 
until the last election, when he found the 
Jones men had voted that negro. Lowndes 
County,’’ continued Kolb, ‘‘was counted 
ong Jones by 1, — majority when I carried it 

by 2,000, and he brought forward men 
who said ballot boxes had been stolen ana 
stulfed; that Kolb’s vote had been returned 
for Jones, and that for every voter on the 
poll list not voting ballots were dropped in 
and counted for Jones, For an hour Kolb 
went on taking up county after county, and 
ineach case men would confirm his state- 
ments. 

The convention was highly wroughtup by 
thisandanold man jumpedto his feet and 
said there had been enough talk.

THE LOST PARADISE, 


A Strong Play Well Performed at the 
Olymp‘c. 

Last nightat the Olympic Theater ‘‘The 
Lost Paradise’’ was presented for the first 
time in this city by Charles Frohman’s stock 
company from the Empire Theater. This 
play isthe work of Henry C., De Mille, who 
has adapted it from the German of Ludwig 
Fulda, and deals with the relations between 
labor and capital. The plot is good, 
but cannot be chracterized as _  origi- 
nal, and it might be criticised from 


an artistic standpoint on the ground 
that the development of incident 
and character istoo clearly forecast in the 
first act. There is also an amount of sollloguy 
unusual in modern plays, and some of the in- 
cidents are decidedly stagy. But these faults 
are overlocked inthe general excellence of 
the piece, and the particular excellence of 
the company. The play is throughout writ- 
ten over lines favorable to the employed as 
against the emplover, but the turbulence of 
the professional labor agitator is alsoclearly 
shown, Thecontrast between the luxury of 
the rich manufacturer andthe suffering of 
the underpaid workmen was depicted ina 
most vivid manner, and the character 
of the heroine, Margaret Knowltun, who 
although spending her life in the immediate 
vicinity of her father’s mills, had never 
entered them and knew nothing of the life of 
the employes, is peculiarly well drawn, es- 
pecially the change that comes over her 
when she learns the true condition of those 
by whose labor she has been maintained in 
luxury. This part was performed by Miss 
Sidney Armstrong, and was most excellently 
treated. The character of the conventional 
woman of society who knew nothing of any 
world save herown, but who was driven bya 
longing for a wider sphere of usefulness and 
by love, unacknowledged and unrecognized 
by herself, for the superintendent of her 
father’s works, to investigate the life and 
work of the poor about her, is depicted in a 
most artistic manner, and in many respects 
the most finishea piece of acting inthe play. 
William Morris performed the part of Reuben 
Warner, the hero. There was in his charac: 

terization of the self-educated and ambitious 
superintendent, whose deep love for . his 
employer’s daughter causes him to sacrifice 
himself and spare her father, who has stolen 
his invention, a little too strong a flavor 
of conventional stage heroism, and decided- 

y too much unnaturai posing, but the 
scenes with the workmen were excellent. 
Onin Johnson as Rudolph standish depicted 
the characterof the employer who consitd- 
eredthat the workmen had norights save 
such as he chose to grant ina very acceptable 
manner, and handled his part throughout 
with great force. W. H. Crompton as Andrew 
Knowlton made the very most of his part. 
The conflict between his desire to grant the 
demands of his employes and the determina- 
tion that his daughter should have ever ee 
she might desire was excellently dev elo 
His devotion to his daughter was one o the 
best conceived features of the play. Cyril 
Scott made an excellent Bob AP leton,and 
Elaine Ellison as Polly Fletcher did an excel- 
lent piece of character work. As Nell Kath- 
erine Florence was as lugubrious as her part 
demanded. Walter Perkins as Billy Hopkins 
and Maud White as Cinders well supplied the 
comedy features of the performance.

BAIL FOR BROPHY. 


Ante-Mortem Statement of James Redd 
at the Hospita!. 

Considerable indignation was expressed at 
Police Headquarters this morning over the 
action of Judge Claiborne in admitting Jim 
Brophy to bail. Brophy was identified by 
James Refld yesterday as the man who shot 
him a few hours before in Mrs. Helen Nabb’s 
restaurant at No. 6 North kleventh street, 
and aceording to the report of the Police De- 
partment, the identification was an ante- 
mortem statement whici could be used in 
evidence against Brophy in the event 
of Redd’s death. Assistant Chief Reeay 
refused to take ball for the 


prisoner but when Judge Claiborne 
accepted a bond for him, Reedy released him, 
although he still doubted the authority of the 
Judge to ordera man’s release before the 
cose was before his court. No warrant had 
been issued against Brophy and it tis there- 
fore questionavle if the Court of Criminal 
Correction .bhad any jurisdiction over the 
man, although such jurisdiction in similar 
cases has always been received by the Judge 
ofthe court. if the court bas no authority to 
order a prisoner’s release on a bond, the 
bond is not a legal one and could not be col- 
lected If the prisoner ran away. 

This is the statement which James Redd 
signed] yesterday at tie City Hospital and 
which, inthe event of his death, will form 
the prineipal evidence against Jim Brophy 
on his trial for murder: 

ST. Lovis, Sept. 19, 1892, 

I, James Redd, fully believing that lamin a very 
critical condition end in danger of death do fhereby 
voluntarily andofmy own free will make the fol- 
lowing statement of howlcamwne to receive this 
wound which 1 believe will cause my cieath:

THAT WAS PROMPTLY RETURNED. 


The Man Who Risked Everything for Him 
Gets $250 for His Pains—Starter 
Jimmy Rowe’s Career—-An Eastern 
Writer Scores Von Der Ahe-—Gossip 
From Turf, Ring and Diamond. 


New York, Sept. 20.—Taking up Jim Cor- 
bett asa protege t s out a Very unsatis- 
factory experiment for veteran Mike ®ono- 
van, the boxing instructor of the New York 
Athletic Club, Whenthe Californian made 
his first visitto the metropolis three years 
ago Donovan took a fancy to him and 
through luis influence Corbett was made a 
guest of the New York Athletic Club, an 
_ honor that has fallen to no other pugilist. 
The professor was dlso largely instrumental 
im getting on the Gorbett-McCaffrey match 
and in other ways perma invaluable ser- 
vices to the young stranger, 

When Corbett returned tothe city after his 
battle with Peter Jackson in San Francisco, 
the courtesies of the New York Athletic Club 
were again extended to htm. Prof. Donovan 
proposed the challenge to Sullivan and got 
Ea Kearny and other New York Athletic Club 
members to put up a large share of Corbett’s 
$1,000. stake. Mike took a prominent 
share in making the big match, and 
since then has looked after Corbett’s 
interests faithfully. It was against the 
wishes of prominent officials of the New 
York Athletic Club that Donovan went to 
New Orleans to act as adviser in Corbett’s 
corner, and the matter may yet result unfor- 
tunately for him. 

After Corbett’s victory Donovan was the 
most jubilant'man inthe country, for he felt 
that he was an especially important factor to 
the new champion’s greatness, Corbett won 
something like $35,000, and as Donovan had 
been in a measure instrumental in obtaining 
that money he naturally expected a hand- 
some remembrance. Saturday Mike received 
a letter from Corbett. There was a familiar 
looking narrow slipinthe envelope and the 
professor’s face expanded. But ashe read 
the figures on the check, the smile 
faded. The piece of paper called for $250, 
and@ was so far from Donovan’s expectations 
that he immediately returned the check to 
Corbett with a few remarks. In reply the 
Ppugilist: asked him what he thought his 
services was worth. There was some s6ur- 
prise at Corbett’s action inthe matter. Even 
those who bear no good will toward the New 
York boxing instructor opined that the least 
Corbett might have sent would be double the 
amount of the check, and that $1,000 would 
be nearer the proper caper.

Then comes 
the question of racetracks, of climate and 
of atmospheric conditions generally. The 
2:11 mile was ridden at Hampden Park track, 
Springfield, a half-mile circuit, under the 
most favorable circumstances, the air being 
fine and without the faintest suspicion of a 
breeze. Such conditions are rarely, if ever, 

ossible in this country, and should an Eng- 
ishman lower the American mile record of 
2:11 there can be no doubt considerable more 
merit would attach to such a performance. 
International contests are toour lIiking® and 
they should become more general, but Eng- 
lishmen must improve vastly if they are 
to hold thelr own with other coun- 
tries. It is clearly evident’ that our 
race tracks, perfect though the best of them 
are in the matter of banking and shape, are 
stillopen to improvement as regards sur- 
face. It this respect it would seem that some 
of the foreigners have an advantage over us, 
and it is to be sincerely hoped it will not be 
long before we are equal at least, if not in 
advance of them. By all means let our men 
have the best and fastest track surface possi- 
bie, and wherever improvement can be sug- 
gested let it be carried out. English racers 
have had their colors lowered this season in 
away never before experienced and ina 
way which itis: to be hoped will never be 
paralleled in the future.

WHEN -HEENAN MET SAYERS. 


ARTIST THOMAS NAST GIVES HIS RECOLLEC- 
TIONS OF THAT HISTORIC ENCOUNTER. 


New YorkK,Sept. 20,—In view of the absorb- 
ing interest feltin the great championship 
battle of the past week, it may be timely to 
recallianother fight which once threw America 
and England into feverish excitemént. The 
New York Illustrated News and Frank Leslie’s 
Weekly both sent special artists to the scene. 
The young manof 20 whodid the work for 
the Iliustrated News has since scratched his 


name on the roll of fame. It was Thomas 
Nast, the famous caricaturist. 

‘*Probably no fight ever aroused the keen 
interest which this Heenan-Sayers one called 
rorth,’’ said Mr. Nast to your correspondent, 
*‘*Heenan was from Benicia County, in Call- 
fornia. Hence his nickname of ‘The Benicia 
Boy.’ He had thrashed the leading lights of 
the profession here and went over there to 
win the championship of the_ world 
by a tussle with Tom Sayers, 
who held the belt. Sayers was one of 
the most enduring and scientific fighters En. 
gland ever produced. He had fought tn four- 
teen fights and was licked in only one, that 
with Nat Langham, Oct. 18, 1853. Sayers won 
the championship belt by thrashing the Tip- 
ton Slasher, William Perry, June 16, 1857. The 
Slasher had held it for seven years.

They wanted to 
see the fight come off, though they all favored 
Sayers. A dinner was given to Heenan the 
day he was released. 

‘*The fight began a little after 7 o’clock. It 
lasted two hours and twelve minutes. There 
were forty-two rounds. Ofcourse, you can’t 
expect me to remember it in detail,’’ said 
Mr. Nast. ‘‘I know Heenan was good- 
natured all through it, though you could see 
he meant to lick Sayers. He did a good deal 
of splendid left-hand work. But 1 never saw 
a quicker man on his feet than Sayers. He 
would jump back like a cat and throw 
his upper body back, when he saw one 
of Heenan’s left-handers on the way.

PREVENT OR CURE, 


Phases of the Asiatic Plague and How to 
Treat Them. | 

Since the coming of the Asiatic plague to 
the gates of this country the newspapers 
have teemed with the opinions of medical ex- 
perts on the origin, nature, treatment, etc., 
of the disease, But the following is from the 
highest medical authority,the American Drug- 
gist, and deserves wide publicity: 

While India is the home of cholera, it 1s 
endemic therein limited areas, whence the 
disease only occasionally emerges, taking an 
epidemic form which generally dies out after 
about three years. The epidemic outbreaks 
are influenced by seasons and atmospleric 


conditions, and are particularly prone to 
occur after or during a famine, such as occa- 
sionally follows a poor crop year. So far, 
land quarantines seem to have been almost 
or quite futile in barring the progress of the 
disease. 

The present epidemic originated near the 
headwaters of the Ganges in the northwest- 
ern provinces of India, about March of this 
year, and was rapidly spread by the pilgrims 
returning homeward from the great Hurdwar 
fair. Passing through Cashmere and Afghan- 
istan, the scourge reached Persia about the 
ist of June, and thence crossed the Caspian 
Sea to Asiatic Russia, to European Russia, 
where, up to the Ist of September, over 15,000 
deaths from its effects were officially re- 
corded, andthence by immigrants to Ham- 
burg, whence immigrant ships have brought 
it as far as the New York quarantine. In 
Hamburg there have been from 500 to 600 new 
casesaday, while the deaths have ranged 
from 100 to 400 daily. 

PHASES OF THE DISEASE, 

The cholera exhibits three phases, which 
are spoken ofascholeragic diarrhca, chol- 
erine and fully developed cholera. Chol- 
eragic diarrhcea has Httle characteristics 
about It.at first, save numerous thin, watery 
stools—as many as five toforty in one day— 
which soon lose their normal color. Then 
follows loss of appetite, great thirst, pain in 
the limbs anda peculiar hoarseness of the 
voice. Ifthe disease proceed no further it 
seldom causes death, save in children, in- 
valids, weak and .old persons. In general 
this stage is merely preliminary to that of 
cholera itself, and its duration varies, 
though seldom extending over a week. 

The dlsease is termed cholerine as soon as 
vomiting is combined with the purging. The 
character of the vomited atter is at first 
iy emcee the food in the stomach, but 
it become age preys and yoy! simply 
watery. The thirst and the pain in the limbs 
becomes intolerable. The countenance be- 
comes sunken, the tongue dry and sticky, the 
voice hoarser. The skin feels cool, while the 
internal temperature of* the body rises toto 
40 degs. C. (104 degs. F.) or more, the pulse 
increasing in rapidity. 

This stage gradually passes into that of 
cholera itself. The vomiting and diarr‘icea 
increase, the stools assuming the so-called 
rice-water appearance. The action of the 
heart grows weaker; the skin grows pale, 
cold and bluelsh-white; the face assumesa 
leaden hue; the cheeks fallin, the features 
become pinched; the eyes sink deep in their 
sockets. Consciousness is generally retained 
tothe last. This stage seldom lasts more 
than twodays and generally death ensues 
withina few hours. * 

The corpse also possesses a characteristic 
appearance. The eyes stare very fixedly; the 
muscles harden and stand out very distinctly 
under the skin. The body cools off very 
slowly, and, in fact, there is generally a post 
mortem rise of temperature as high as 42 deg. 
©. (107 deg. F.). A remarkable amount of 
muscular contortions occur within a few 
hours of death, sufficient in some cases to 
cause the body to change its position, thus 
giving rise to the report that the dead have 
come to life, etc. 

PRECAUTIONARY MEASURES. 

Notwithstanding the efforts made to keep 
out the cholera, itis well to be prepared in 
case these precautions fail. First of all, the 
greatest care must be exercised as to per- 
sonal hygiene. An otherwise perfectly and 
cleanly person will never have cholera save 
possibly through some indiscretion, as by 
putting something into his mouth which has 
not been sterilized. The human economy 
in astate of health is not a favorable ground 
for the propogation of cholera microbes, the 
most powerful protector being a perfectly 
sound digestive aparatus, which is main- 
tained in a normal condition by caution as 
to diet, work and exercise. 

Acid media are particularly unfavorable 
to the cholera’ germ; therefore a dose of 
eight to ten drops of hydrochloric acid in 
one-fourth of a glass of boiled water, taken 
after meals, iIsfan excellent prophylactic, 
p@rticularly In cases of impaired digestion. 
Constipation 1s frequently induced through 
fear of the cholera, and should be promptly 
treated by an enema of freshly boiled 
water. 

Care should be taken to avoid taking cold, 
as the resulting catarrhal conditions are 
most favorable to the development of the 
germs. Cases of catarrh of the stomach and 
bowels should be treated very carefully. 

During a cholera epidemic it is difficult to 
differentiate between simple diarrhoea and 
cholera, hence itis best totreat ail cases of 
diarrhoa as choleragic, The most approved 
treatment for this is as follows: Put the pa- 
tient to bed, first giving a warm bath; cover 
warmly; place warm compresses on the ab- 
domen; restrict the diet to some mucilagin.- 
ous soup; give laudanum in combination 
with brandy, whisky or rum, as required, 
ana administer a clyster consisting of a solu- 
tion of 15 to 20 Gm. (fourto five drachms) of 
tonnic acid in froma halftotwo L. (one to 
four pints) of water which has been pre- 
viously boiled and cooled to 39 to 40 deg. C 
(102 to 104 deg. F.) 

The preparations usually administered in 
diarrhoea, such as bismuth subnitrate, bis- 
muth salicylate, ete., are generally admitted 
to be of little value. It is advisable, how- 
ever, tokeep the stomach acid in reaction 
by administration of hydrochloric acid. 

The profuse and watery stools and vomit 
indicate the onset of genuine cholera. 
tannin injections shoula be continued. 


rO ADMINISTER INJECTIONS. 

The blood becomes thickened by the excre- 
tion of so much water, and the circulation 
and breathing are affected thereby. On the 
first indication of this stage of the disease 
being reached, resort should be had to hy po- 
dermic or intravenous injections. The hypo- 
dermic injection consists of a solution of 
6 Gm, (1% drachms) of sodium carbonate and 
of 8 Gm, (2drachms) of sodium chloride dis- 
solved in 2 L. (1 quart) of distilled, sterilized 
brary * at a temperature of 40 deg. C. (104 

eg, F. 

The best instrument consists of @ spray 
needle withalumen of 12 to 2 Mm. con- 
nected by means of a rubber tube, fitted 
witha pinchcock, to a burette. This in- 
strument should be rendered aseptic imme. 
diately before using by a6 per cent carbolic 
acid solution, of by boiling water. 

Cleanse a spot on the upper portion of the 
abdomen with soap and water, then with 
ether, and finally with a 2 per cent sublimate 
solution. Through this insert the needle 
into the subcutaneous tissues, when the 
liquid is rapidly absorbed,  and_ the 
burette must be kept filled. In from fifteen 
to thirty minutes from a pint to four pints of 
the solution will be absorbed. If from any 
cause the injection cannot be made over the 
abdomen it may be made between the shoul- 
der biades, but the vicinity of the throat 
must be avoided, lest cadema of the glottis be 
induced. This: may be repeated at short in- 
tervals if necessary, anew spot being 5° 
lected for each injection.
